I.  PREFACE 


This  publication  presents  a  list  of  descendants  of  Otto  Henrich 
Wilhelm  Brinkman,  arranged  in  two  different  forms,  together 
with  the  documentary  sources  on  the  basis  of  which  the  list  was 
compiled,  and  a  number  of  illustrations. 

Otto  Henrich  Wilhelm  Brinkman  was  born  in  Haver,  a  small 
village  near  Kirchlengern  in  Westphalia,  Germany.  His  de¬ 
scendants  lived  or  still  live  for  the  most  part  in  York,  Pa.,  and 
in  Lancaster,  Pa. 

The  purpose  of  this  publication  is  to  put  definitely  on  record 
what  has  already  been  assembled  through  intermittent  research 
extending  through  a  period  of  some  years;  to  make  the  assembled 
material  in  this  form  readily  accessible  to  others  who  may  be 
interested  in  furthering  research  of  this  kind;  and  to  lay  in  this 
way  the  foundation  for  further  research,  genealogical,  biographical 
and  historical,  with  reference  to  Brinkmans  in  this  country  and 
more  particularly  with  reference  to  the  earlier  Brinkmans,  in 
Germany  or  in  Europe,  in  the  ancestral  line  of  Otto  Henrich 
Wilhelm  Brinkman  or  in  that  of  his  mother  Anna  Maria  Luise 
Brinkmanns,  wife  of  Franz  Henrich  Hildebrand.

III.  INTRODUCTION 


Otto  Henrich  Wilhelm  Brinkman  Emigrates  from 
Germany  to  the  United  States 

Otto  Henrich  Wilhelm  Brinkman  emigrated  from  Kirchlengern, 
Westphalia,  Germany,  to  the  United  States  of  America  some 
time  between  1829  and  1837  (cf.  P,  3  and  D,  5).  Nothing 
further  is  known  concerning  the  time  of  his  departure  from  his 
native  land  or  concerning  the  time  of  his  arrival  on  these  shores, 
his  future  home.  Nor  is  it  known  from  what  port  in  Europe  he 
sailed,  nor  in  what  port  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  he 
arrived.  The  first  trace  of  his  presence  in  this  country  is  found 
in  a  church  record  in  York,  Pa.  See  illustration  1.  Whether  his 
parents,  Franz  Henrich  Hildebrand  and  Anna  Maria  Luise 
Brinkmanns,  emigrated  with  him  to  this  country  or  whether 
they  remained  at  home  in  Kirchlengern  is  likewise  not  known. 
According  to  the  evidence  at  hand  at  present  he  seems  to  have 
made  the  journey  from  Germany  to  the  United  States,  accom¬ 
panied  at  least  by  his  wife,  Anna  Catharina  Elisabeth,  a  born 
Huchzermeier,  and  by  two,  perhaps  three,  children:  Anna  Maria 
Elizabeth;  Henrich;  and  perhaps  Maria  Magdalena  (cf.  II,  3; 
P,  3;  D,  5,  and  U,  3). 

His  Father  Relinquishes  the  Family  Name  Hildebrand 
in  Favor  of  the  Family  Name  Brinkman 

Since  the  father,  Franz  Henrich  Hildebrand,  relinquished  the 
family  name  Hildebrand  in  favor  of  the  family  name  Brinkman 
the  descendants  in  the  direct  male  line  are  known  under  the 
family  name  of  Brinkman,  and  this  name  was  formerly  written 
with  two  n’s  instead  of  with  only  one  as  now.  Franz  Henrich 
Hildebrand  was  married  on  October  9,  1795,  to  Anna  Maria 
Luise  Brinkmanns.  The  wedding  took  place  in  the  village  of 
Lengern,  now  known  as  Kirchlengern,  in  the  house  of  the  village 
that  bears  the  number  13.  This  village  is  situated  in  Kreis 
Herford,  Regierungsbezirk  Minden,  Westphalia,  Germany.  The 
change  of  family  name,  it  seems,  took  place  at  the  time  of 
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marriage.  It  was  then  that  Franz  Henrich  Hildebrand  relin¬ 
quished  his  family  name  and  in  place  of  it  adopted  the  family 
name  of  his  bride.  I  fence  it  is  that  not  only  his  son  Otto  Henrich 
Wilhelm  but  all  his  descendants  in  the  direct  male  line  are 
known  under  the  family  name  of  Brinkmann  or  Brinkman. 
When  Franz  Henrich  Hildebrand  relinquished  his  family  name 
and  adopted  in  place  of  it  that  of  his  bride  he  seems  to  have 
acted  in  accordance  with  certain  customary  and  legal  practices 
of  his  time,  which  applied  to  one  who  married  an  heiress.  Cf.  <2, 
explanatory  note  b ;  also  an  article  in  the  Familiengeschichtliche 
Blatter ,  Monatsschrift  tiir  die  gesamte  deutsche  wissenschajtliche 
Genealogie,  herausgegeben  von  der  Zentralstelle  fur  Deutsche 
Personen-  und  Familiengeschichte  E.V.  in  Leipzig,  April,  1925, 
cols.  97-104.  However,  the  question  of  the  change  of  the  family 
name  in  this  case  is  not  clear  and  the  whole  question  should  be 
made  a  subject  of  further  research  by  some  competent  individual 
w'ho  has  direct  and  immediate  access  to  the  sources  in  Westphalia, 
Germany. 

The  Population  of  Kirchlengern 

According  to  Brunckow,  Die  Wohnplatze  des  Deutschen  Reiches , 
Berlin-Schoneberg,  1909,  the  village  of  Kirchlengern  is  credited 
with  1915  inhabitants,  including  nearby  Lohe  with  94  inhabitants, 
Oberackern  with  1 17,  and  Obrock  with  71.  It  may  be  added  here 
that  Schnathorst,  including  am  Berge,  Schnette,  and  Struckhof, 
has  a  population  of  928 ;  that  Haver  including  Hagedorn  has  a 
population  of  717;  and  that  Tengern  including  Geverdingsen 
with  79  inhabitants,  Hasenbusch  with  116,  Huchzen  with  71, 
Kleinhuchzen  with  21,  Siekfeld  with  42,  and  Tengerholz  with  192, 
has  a  population  of  1004. 

Origin  and  Meaning  of  the  Name  Brinkman 

As  to  the  origin  and  meaning  of  the  family  name  Brinkman 
no  definite  statement  can  be  made,  except  that  it  is  a  Germanic 
name  made  up  of  two  elements:  (a)  brink ,  (b)  and  man.  The 
word  brink  in  the  Germanic  languages  has  various  meanings, 
such  as  ‘a  margin  of  land  bordering  water,’  ‘a  hill  grown  over 
with  grass,’  ‘a  narrow  margin  of  sward  on  the  borders  of  fields, 
lying  neglected  and  so  becoming  the  breeding  place  of  noxious 
plants  and  animals,’  ‘a  yard  or  a  farm-yard,’  etc.  With  no 
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further  and  more  decisive  facts  at  hand  it  is  impossible  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  precise  meaning  of  the  name.  All  that  can  at  present 
be  done  is  to  venture  a  guess,  but  guesses  are  not  certainties. 
The  name  Brinkman  is  known  to  be  of  very  frequent  occurrence 
in  Westphalia,  Germany,  and  further,  it  is  known  that  from  this 
part  of  Germany  it  frequently  passed  over  to  Holland.  Cf. 
Winkler,  Geslachtsnamen,  pages  289  and  293. 

Explanation  of  the  Arrangement  of  the  List  of  Descend¬ 
ants  in  the  Form  of  Continuous  Narration 

The  list  of  descendants  as  here  presented  is  arranged  in  two 
different  forms.  In  the  first  place  the  list  is  arranged  in  the 
form  of  continuous  narration.  In  this  list  the  usual  facts 
concerning  each  individual  in  the  list — facts  which  it  is  important 
to  know  in  order  to  avoid  confusion  or  false  identifications — are 
as  a  rule  given  in  all  cases  where  it  was  possible  to  obtain  them. 
These  facts  include:  the  family  name  and  all  given  names; 
time  and  place  of  birth  and  of  baptism ;  time  and  place  of  death 
and  the  place  of  burial;  time  and  place  of  marriage  and  the  full 
name  of  the  individual  to  whom  the  person  was  married.  These 
same  facts  are  then  also  given  concerning  the  individual  to 
whom  the  person  was  married.  While  in  lists  of  this  kind  it  is 
also  desirable  to  name  the  church  affiliation  and  the  calling  or 
vocation  in  life,  nevertheless  these  facts  are  not  noted  here. 
It  may  however  be  stated  in  this  connection  that  the  early 
Brinkmans  in  this  country,  belonging  to  this  family,  were 
members  of  the  Lutheran  church.  William  Augustus  (IV.,  (1) 
.  .  .  (34)),  born  and  living  in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  is  a  very  loyal, 
devoted  and  active  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  has 
a  very  notable  record  for  regular,  unbroken  attendance  in  Sunday 
School  during  a  period  of  many  years. 

In  arranging  the  descendants  in  the  form  of  continuous  narra¬ 
tion  the  generations  are  made  to  follow  one  another  according  to 
a  regular  plan  of  arrangement.  Roman  numerals  on  the  left 
margin  indicate  the  number  of  the  generation.  The  arrangement 
of  the  children  of  each  couple  is  according  to  age  or  birth.  The 
place  of  each  child  is  indicated  by  Arabic  numerals,  or  by  letters  of 
the  alphabet.  These  numerals  or  letters  are  used  by  themselves, 
or  they  are  placed  in  front  of  a  single  upright  curve,  or  they  are 
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enclosed  in  a  pair  of  upright  curves  or  parentheses,  depending 
upon  the  number  of  the  generation  in  connection  with  which  they 
are  used.  Accordingly  the  second  generation  is  always  marked, 
as  follows:  1 1 .,  i .,  2.,  3.,  etc. ;  the  third:  I II.,  1),  2),  3),  etc. ;  the 
fourth:  IV.,  (1),  (2),  (3),  etc.;  the  fifth:  V.,  a,  b,  c,  etc.;  the 
sixth:  VI.,  a),  b),  c),  etc.  Immediately  after  each  name  appears 
an  Arabic  numeral,  always  in  parentheses,  to  mark  or  indicate 
the  number  which  the  individual  holds  in  the  entire  list. 

On  the  printed  page  each  successive  generation  is  moved  over 
to  the  right  one  space  further  than  the  preceding,  but  the  same 
generation,  whenever  it  appears  later,  is  always  in  perpendicular 
line  with  the  last  member  of  it  preceding,  so  that  there  is  always 
the  same  width  of  margin  on  the  left  in  the  case  of  the  same  given 
generation. 

Explanation  of  the  Arrangement  of  the  List  of 
Descendants  in  Tabular  Form 

In  the  second  place  the  list  of  descendants  is  arranged  in 
tabular  form.  The  successive  generations  are  placed  on  a  chart 
in  successive  horizontal  lines  of  braces,  so  that  at  a  glance  it  is 
possible  to  see  not  only  the  total  number  of  generations  listed, 
but  also  who  the  members  of  a  given  generation  are,  and  further 
what  individual  family  groups  make  up  the  generation.  The 
names  of  the  children  of  each  couple  are  here  brought  together 
in  a  single  brace  and  are  arranged  according  to  age  or  birth. 
The  point  of  the  brace  points  in  the  direction  of  the  parents. 
The  following  diagram  will  help  to  make  this  arrangement  clearer: 
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1.  a-i  are  brothers  and  sisters,  children  of  A  and  his  wife  B. 

2.  j,  k,  and  /  are  children  of  b,  and  grandchildren  of  A  and  his 

wife  B. 

3.  m,  n,  and  0  are  children  of  g ,  and  grandchildren  of  A  and  his 

wife  B. 

4.  j,  k ,  and  /  in  the  first  brace  are  cousins  of  m,  and  0  in  the 

second  brace.  Moreover  these  children  are  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  third  generation,  while  a-i  are  representatives 
of  the  second  generation.

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The  General  Nature  and  Character  of  the  Sources 

The  sources  on  the  basis  of  which  the  list  of  descendants  has 
been  compiled  are  also  presented  herewith.  This  feature  is 
considered  very  important  in  work  of  this  kind.  These  sources 
are  not  free  from  error,  but  this  is  usually  the  case  in  sources  of 
this  kind.  In  some  cases  attention  is  called  to  errors,  but  in 
most  cases  the  sources  have  been  printed  just  about  in  the 
form  in  which  they  have  been  found,  without  corrections  or 
without  calling  attention  to  errors.  The  careful  reader  will 
readily  of  his  own  accord  detect  these  errors.  It  should  also  be 
stated  here  that  it  is  important  that  wherever  a  reference  is 
made  to  a  source,  the  reader  should  turn  to  the  reference  and  read 
the  source,  for  it  frequently  contains  additional  information 
which  has  not  been  given  a  place  in  the  text. 

The  Brinkman  family  in  question  settled  in  two  centres  in 
this  country:  York,  Pa.;  and  Lancaster,  Pa.  The  precise  origin 
of  the  family  in  Germany  had  first  to  be  determined  on  the 
basis  of  certain  somewhat  vague  and  indefinite  clues.  At  first 
when  the  writer  began  to  work  on  this  problem  it  was  believed 
that  the  family  came  to  the  United  States  from  Hachenburg  in 
Germany,  and  as  late  as  about  1850. 

The  sources  include  material  collected  in  three  centres:  York, 
Pa.;  Lancaster,  Pa. ;  Kirchlengern,  Westphalia,  Germany.  The 
source  material  from  Kirchlengern  was  obtained  through  corre¬ 
spondence.  Pfarrer  Erdmann,  pastor  of  the  church  in  Kirch¬ 
lengern,  willingly  and  obligingly  examined  the  church  records 
and  furnished  transcripts  which  are  here  published  in  the  form 
and  language  in  which  they  were  received.  Pfarrer  Erdmann 
also  furnished  the  photographs  of  Kirchlengern,  also  that  of  the 
one-time  Brinkman  home,  that  of  the  church,  and  other  photo¬ 
graphs.  Most  of  these  were  made  especially  for  this  publication, 
under  the  direction  of  pastor  Erdmann  and  in  accordance  with 
the  writer’s  instructions.  The  source  material  from  York,  Pa., 
and  from  Lancaster,  Pa.,  was  collected  by  the  writer  himself 
through  personal  research.  The  “unconnected  Brinkmans” 
were  found  by  the  writer  in  part  in  publications  in  his  own 
private  library,  in  part  in  publications  in  the  Library  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  in  part  in  publications 
in  the  Public  Library,  New  York  City. 
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The  sources  include  the  usual  sources,  which  are  as  follows: 
church  records;  family  Bibles;  marriage  certificates;  gravestone 
inscriptions;  cemetery  records  kept  by  superintendents  of 
cemeteries;  and  court  records.  In  addition  there  is  here  included 
a  newspaper  clipping,  an  article  in  a  cyclopedia,  and  a  county 
history.  All  these  sources  were  carefully  copied  or  excerpted 
and  are  arranged  in  groups  marked  by  the  successive  letters  of 
the  alphabet,  from  A-V.  Within  each  group  the  various  items 
are  marked  by  Arabic  numerals.  It  should  however  be  stated 
that  among  the  sources  utilized  are  also  oral  sources;  the.se  are 
not  listed  here.  Oral  information  was  received  from  different 
individuals  of  the  Brinkman  family,  now  living  either  in  York, 
Pa.,  or  in  Lancaster,  Pa.  In  the  case  of  the  children  of  Albert 
Marrion  Brinkman  and  his  wife  Margaret  Anna  Benner  (IV., 
(4)  .  .  .  (25);  V.,  a-f )  the  data  were  derived  from  framed  birth 
and  baptismal  certificates,  now  in  possession  of  Mrs.  John  Adam 
Wise  (Mary  Catherine),  a  sister  of  the  deceased  mother  of  the 
children,  residing  in  Lancaster,  Pa.

After  the  headlines,  it  continues  as  follows:  In 
the  death  of  Jacob  Stager,  sr.,  at  his  home,  310  South  Water 
street,  at  1.30  o’clock  yesterday  afternoon,  the  last  surviving 
participant  in  the  war  with  Mexico  to  reside  in  this  city,  passed 
away.  Mr.  Stager  was  in  his  87th  year.  His  last  illness  practi¬ 
cally  dated  from  about  two  years  ago,  when  he  was  seized  with 
a  paralytic  stroke  which  affected  his  side.  Since  then  he  was 
confined  to  the  house,  but  the  immediate  cause  of  his  death  was 
a  complication  and  old  age.  He  is  survived  by  four  children — 
Mrs.  Lucy  A.  Grassman,  South  Queen  street,  this  city;  Alderman 
Jacob  Stager,  150  South  Water  street,  this  city,  and  Miss  Anna 

L.  Stager  and  William  Stager,  at  home.  The  funeral  will  take 
place  Monday  afternoon.  Services  at  the  house  at  2  o’clock. 
Interment  will  take  place  at  Prospect  Hill  Cemetery  and  Rev. 

M.  E.  Swartz,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal 
church,  will  officiate. 

Jacob  Stager,  sr.,  was  of  German  lineage,  and  upon  his  arrival 
first  located  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  subsequently  entered  the 
marine  service  of  the  United  States,  September  1,  1847,  being 
assigned  to  the  Gulf  Squadron  frigate  Cumberland,  which  was 
the  flagship  of  Commodore  Perry,  and  saw  thrilling  service  in 
the  vicinity  of  Vera  Cruz.  He  was  later  transferred  to  the 
steamer  Vixen  and  remained  on  that  vessel  until  the  end  of 
the  war. 
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When  his  term  of  enlistment  had  expired  he  returned  to 
Baltimore,  but  in  1851  he  removed  to  York  county,  and  made 
York  his  permanent  residence.  He  was  born  in  Straubing,  in 
the  kingdom  of  Bavaria,  July  6,  1829,  and  in  his  early  life  learned 
the  trade  of  tanner.  Coming  to  America,  he  married  Mary 
Brinkman,  a  lady  of  Prussian  birth,  whose  father,  Henry  Brink- 
man,  settled  in  York  in  1826.  His  wife  died  some  years  ago. 

Jacob  Stager,  sr.,  never  held  political  office  except  that  of  a 
member  of  the  borough  council,  although  he  was  quite  active  in 
politics.  He  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  First  M.E. 
church,  and  was  a  charter  member  of  York  Star  circle,  No.  47, 
Brotherhood  of  America.

V II.  UNCONNECTED  BRINKMANS 


These  Brinkmans,  at  present  unconnected,  are  added  here  to 
lay  the  basis  for  the  proposed  further  researches  concerning  the 
Brinkmans  in  the  United  States  and  in  Europe. 

A.  In  Lancaster,  Pa. 

1. 

There  are  at  present  descendants  of  at  least  one  other  Brink- 
man  family  living  in  Lancaster,  Pa.  These  are  descendants  of 
Heinrich  Brinkman.  This  Heinrich  Brinkman  was  born  in  1802, 
in  Hachenburg,  Nassau,  Germany,  and  died  December  13,  1874, 
in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  was  buried  in  the  Lancaster  Cemetery. 
He  was  married  to  Karolina,  a  born  Zeiger,  born  in  1803,  in 
Hachenburg,  Germany,  and  died  December  19,  1879,  in  Lan¬ 
caster,  Pa.,  and  was  likewise  buried  in  the  Lancaster  Cemetery. 
Some  time  between  March  12,  1848,  and  March  14,  1852,  this 
couple  together  with  its  children  emigrated  from  Hachenburg  to 
the  United  States. 

In  the  records  of  Zion  Lutheran  Church,  Lancaster,  Pa. 
(Taufen,  Communicanten,  Begrabnisse  von  1827  bis  1853),  it  is 
recorded  that  Heinrich  Brinkman  communed  on  Easter  Sunday, 
March  31,  1850;  his  name  is  the  109th  in  the  recorded  list. 
Whether  or  not  these  two  are  identical  is  not  clear,  though  it 
would  seem  to  be  possible  that  they  are. 

It  is  not  possible  to  present  here  further  details  concerning 
the  above  named  couple  and  its  descendants,  for  there  is  too 
much  material  so  that  it  is  deemed  better  to  publish  this  material 
separately  some  time  later. 

2. 

There  seems  to  be  a  trace  of  still  another  Brinkman  family  in 
Lancaster,  Pa.  It  is  however  not  known  whether  or  not  de¬ 
scendants  of  this  family  are  today  living  here  in  this  city. 

The  following  marriage  record  and  baptismal  record  show 
traces  of  this  family,  which  evidently  came  from  Hannover, 
Germany,  as  having  one  time  lived  in  this  city:

B.  In  Germany

John  Brinckman,  born  July  3,  1814,  Rostock,  Germany,  died 
September  20,  1870;  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  teacher 
in  the  Realschule  in  Giistrow.  In  1846  he  married  Elisa  Bur- 
meister,  daughter  of  a  physician  in  Mecklenburg,  Goldberg  by 
name.  With  her  he  had  ten  children;  seven  sons  and  two 
daughters  survived  the  father.  He  was  not  only  a  teacher,  but 
also  a  poet  of  no  mean  reputation.  His  poetry  is  written  in 
Low  German.  He  also  wrote  stories  which  are  highly  spoken  of. 
Among  his  stories  are  the  following:  “Kasper  Ohm  un  ik,” 
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published  in  1854;  “  Peter  Lurenz  hi  Abukir”  (1869);  “Uns 
Hergot  up  Reisen”  (1869).  For  a  time  he  lived  in  New  York, 
but  it  seems  that  he  soon  returned  to  Germany,  where,  as  stated 
above,  he  died.  (See  Allgemeine  Deutsche  Biographie ,  vol.  3, 
page  333.) 

2. 

Karl  Heinrich  Ludwig  Brinckmann,  born  1809,  Hamburg, 
Germany.  In  1846  he  became  a  docent  in  the  University^ of 
Heidelberg,  Germany.  He  died  in  1855.  His  field  of  labor 
was  commercial  law — Handel-  Wechsel-  und  Seerecht.  (See 
Ibid.,  page  333.)

Philipp  Hieronymus  Brinckmann,  born  1709,  in  Speier, 
Germany,  died  in  Mannheim,  Germany,  1761.  He  was  a  famous 
painter,  particularly  of  landscape  scenes  and  of  historical  subjects. 
In  Mannheim  “wo  er  als  Hofmaler  und  Galerie-inspector  mit 
dem  Titel  eines  Kammerraths  angestellt  war,  war  er  ein  ge- 
schatzter  Maler  in  Bildnissen  und  Geschichte,  vorziiglich  aber 
Landschaften.  In  den  ersten  Arten  ahmte  er  Rembrand  nach, 
in  der  Landschaft  folgte  er  dem  altern  Brand.  Er  war  mannig- 
faltig  in  seinen  Compositionen,  und  sein  Baumschlag  ist  char- 
acteristisch  (Hagedorn,  Betracht.  der  Malerei,  Th.

September,  1741,  who  assumed  by  act  of  the  British  Parliament, 
in  compliance  with  the  testamentary  injunctions  of  Henry 
Broadhead,  the  family  name  and  arms  of  Broadhead.  In  a 
subsequent  generation  the  name  of  Brinckman  was  resumed  by 
one  of  the  Broadheads.

In  the  year  1790  he 
retired  from  the  ministry  to  private  life.  From  the  year  of  his 
retirement  he  lived  as  emeritus  in  Leyden  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  Interesting  is  the  fact  that  at  the  age  of  60,  after  he 
had  retired  from  the  active  ministry,  he  was  enrolled  as  a  student 
in  the  University  of  Leyden.  The  date  of  his  enrollment  is 
June  8,  1790.  The  enrolment  quite  likely  was  honorary. — 
He  published  a  number  of  books,  all  of  which  are  of  course 
written  in  the  Dutch  language.  One  is  on  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism ;  another  is  a  volume  of  sermons  on  Jeremiah ;  another 
treats  of  certain  New  Testament  passages;  etc.  (See  De  Bie 
and  Loosjes,  Biographisch  Woordenboek  van  Protestantische  God- 
geleerden  in  Nederland ,  Eerste  Deel,  pages  620L;  also  Winkler 
Prins’  Geillustreerde  Encyclopaadie,  Amsterdam,  1906,  vol.  4, 
sub  “  Brinkman.”)

It  is  a  German  name,  despite  the  fact  that 
latterly  it  is  sometimes  written  with  a  capital  “C”  and  despite  the 
assertion  sometimes  made  that  it  is  not  a  German  name — e  pur  si 
muove!  Ultimately  it  is  derived  from  Decanus,  ‘a  leader  of  ten.’ 
The  English  equivalent  of  the  name  Dechant  is  Dean,  the  French, 
Doyen.

At  the  beginning  of  the  article 
is  also  published  the  German  document  whereby  on  Oct.  8,  1759, 
the  date  of  the  document,  Pyeter  Delangh  and  his  wife  Eva  Elisabeta 
Delangh  deeded  two  acres  of  land  to  the  same  congregation  as  a 
perpetual  gilt.  Unfortunately,  in  setting  up  the  type,  the  printer 
dropped  an  entire  line,  which  omission  was  overlooked  in  the  proof¬ 
reading.
